I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual 
Report  upon  matters  affecting  Publio  Health  in  the 
Borough  during  the  year  1966. 

Infectious  Disease. 

Immunisation  against  infectious  disease  is 
becoming  more  and  more  effective  so  that  the  incidence 
rate  remains  low.  Unfortunately,  the  Measles  vaccine 
is  not  yet  available  for  general  use.  A number  of 
cases  of  Measles  did  occur  during  the  year  but,  fortun 
ately,  no  serious  complications  were  reported. 

Housing. 


During  1966,  further  progress  was  made  in 
housing,  both  private  and  council  housing,  but  partic- 
ularly in  private  development.  The  demand  for  suitable 
housing  for  the  elderly  in  the  town  itself  is  great  and 
the  waiting  list  remains  a long  one.

Deaths  (General). 

19  of  the  total  52  deaths  last  year  were  due  to 
Heart  disease.  There  were  only  8 deaths  from  malignant 
disease  and  5 of  these  were  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung  - 
4 men  and  a woman,  two  of  whom  are  known  to  have  been 
fairly  heavy  cigarette  smokers. 

Approximately  36.5%  of  the  total  deaths  occurred 
in  persons  aged  between  70  and  80  years  and  approximately 
21%  in  persons  aged  over  80  years.

One  man,  aged  50  years,  died  from  Respiratory 
Tuberculosis  during  the  year  and  one  new  case  was  notified 

to  us. 

B.C.G. Vaccination:  Vaccination  of  contacts  and  school 

children  (13  years  and  over)  continues  to  be  carried  out 
in  the  Borough.  Clinic  sessions  are  held  for  this  purpose 
and  the  Schools  are  also  visited.  During  I966,  116  school 
leavers  were  skin  tested  and  113  vaccinated;  10  Contacts 
were  skin  tested  and  7 of  these  required  vaccination. 

Dr.  D. Llewelyn  Davies,  the  Chest  Physician,  also  vaccinates 
contacts  at  the  Chest  Clinic. 

Mass  Radiography. 

The  Mobile  Unit  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Service 
visited  the  Borough  in  December  and  carried  out  a survey 
amongst  the  general  population.  A total  of  242  persons 
were  examined  and  details  of  the  results  are  as  follows:

Ambulance  Service. 


The  County  Council  is  responsible  for  the 
running  of  this  Service  and  there  are  nine  Ambulances 
based  at  various  points  in  the  County.  Cars  are 
occasionally  hired  for  sitting  cases. 

During  1966,  the  Red  Cross  Voluntary  Attendant, 
Miss  K.Rees,  was  appointed  full-time  paid  Ambulance 
Attendant  to  assist  on  the  Tenby  Ambulances. 

Tenby  No.l  Ambulance  made  a total  of  489 
journeys  during  the  year,  conveying  2,246  sitting  cases 
and  232  stretcher  cases.  22,427  miles  were  travelled 
in  all  - an  average  of  9 miles  per  case. 

Ambulance  No.  2 made  463  journeys  and  dealt 
with  1,139  sitting  oases  and  297  stretcher  cases.  This 
Ambulance  travelled  20,099  miles,  averaging  13.7  miles 
per  case.

Refuse  collection  and  Disposal. 

There  was  no  change  in  the  refuse  collection 
service  during  the  year  and  the  schedule  of  5 collections 
a week  in  the  town  and  twice  weekly  collections  on  the 
estates  was  maintained.  The  Kiln  Park  Caravan  Site  has 
its  own  private  daily  collection  with  facilities  for 
disposal  at  the  Corporation’s  refuse  tip.  The  Surveyor’s 
Department  operate  a daily  collection  of  refuse  from  the 
beaches. 


The  disposal  of  refuse  by  controlled  tipping 
continued  at  Olickett’s  Lane  and  a large  area  has  now 
been  re-claimed.  The  best  use  is  made  of  available 
covering  materials  and  regular  spraying  of  insecticides 
is  carried  out  during  the  season.
